The 
burned men were in inside rooms 
and their only avenue of escape was 
down a narrow stairway. 
One dead body was found by tho 
firemen at the head of the stairs, tho 
others in their rooms. 
The fire was 
extinguished before it had entirely 
destroyed ihe building but it spread 
so rapidly as to prevent the rescue 
of the occupants of the second floor. 
All the bodies hays been recovered. 
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
